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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt of response dated 5-18-07 is acknowledged. 
Claims 1-16 are pending in the instant application. 

Election/Restriction 

Applicants' election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-4), in the reply filed on 
5-18-07, is acknowledged. 

Claims 1-4 have been considered for further examination and claims 5-16 have 
been withdrawn as being non-elected pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a 
non-elected inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 4-8-04 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most" 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 
86/0001 3 to Puri. 

Example 3 A of WO discloses a reducing composition comprising by weight 11 % 
of ammonium thioglycolate, 1 % of non-ionic surfactant, 0.2 % of perfume, 0.2% of 
disodium ethylene diaminetetracetate, 0.5 of opaquing agent, aqueous ammonia 
solution to pH .3 and deionized water to 100 %. The solution was applied to the skin of 
a test subject and after 5 minutes the skin was rinsed and dried. WO describes that the 
composition had a greatly improved feel and that a similar effect was achieved when the 
nails on one hand of a test subject were treated in this way, by comparison with the 
nails on the untreated hand. The perfume of the above example reads on instant 
deodorizer. The limitation "for correcting a deformed nail or modifying the structure of a 
nail modification" denotes future intended use. The ability to soften nails is inherent to 
the composition of WO. Thus, WO anticipates instant claims.
